NEW YORK.—A tenement cellar at 257 West 143d Street. 


Cebwebs on the ceiling, a thick layer of dust on the broken 
cement floor. Coal bins. It is dark, cold and damp. It is the 
“home” of a new-born workers’ baby, its young mother, Mrs. 
Miner, and the latter’s husband, James, an unemployed Negro 


ex-serviceman! 


It is the typical home of 
thousands of*Negro workers of 


Harlem and their children. 

Little Leela, the baby, is still too 
young to realize that bankers are 
raking in the vrofits in gold that her 
father and millions of other workers 
have created, That millions of 
workers’ children. Negro and white. 
but especially Negro, are being 
crushed into the earth by these 
same barkers and their government. 

Little Leela doesn’t yet know that 
the reason she gets so little milk is 
because her father is forced to pay 
$22 a month to live in a cellar. That 
her father was forced to move from 
an upstairs room into the cellar be- 
cause the bosses’ Home Relief Bureau 
refused to pay the rent. 

Crushing Rentals 

The exorbitant rent Leela’s father 
is expected to vay for a cellar room 
is typical of the extra high rents 
Negro parents must pay throughout 
Hariem to keep a roof over their 
children’s heads. Although the in- 
come of a Negro worker’s family 
(that is, the 20 per cent who are 
-vorking) is far lower than that of 
the city average. they must pay $3 
pers room more per month. The

families live in one room. There are

Doubling Up 

The congestion is increased by the 
necessity of taking in lodgers to 
meet the rent. The death warrants 
of the bosses claim three times more 
children in homes with three or more 
persons per room (and in~ Harlem 
there are very often five or more) 
than those living in homes with less 
than one person per room. At least 
90 per cent of the Harlem children 
live in horribly overcrowded tene- 
ments. Most of the flats are un- 
heated, toilets in the hall. and are 
lighted with oil lamps. Is it any 
wonder that Negro children fall an 
easier prey to the bosses’ onslaught 
than white children? 

Another Case 

Not far away from Leela’s home, at 
350 St. Nicholas Avenue, her uncle, 
Mr. Miner, lives with his wife and 
seven children. }%. Miner brought 
his family up from Raleigh, North 
Carolina, five years ago, because he 
thought life in the north was better 
for a Negro worker. 

He thought his children would be 
able to go to decent schools. He 
thought that in the North his chil- 
dren would be able to build their lit- 
tle bodies up with play and recrea- 
tion. 

But he found the bosses attack on 
Negro children in the North not very

Miner’s own 
son was seriously hurt three months 
ago on the traffic infested streets of 
Harlem, that are the Negro children’s 
only playgrounds. 

Lines of Bootblacks 

Negro children are forced to work 
whole days, often missing school and 
certainly hindering their studies, 
blacking shoes. Long lines of Negro 
child bootblacks can be seen in Har- 
lem and all over the city, where they 
go. Child labor in “democratic” 
America!

2 AFL BILLS ON 
MINIMUM WAGES 


Neither Provides Any 
Protection 


NEW YORK.—Action on the Don- 
ovan bill, calling for the establish- 
ment of a “fair wage” board by the 
State to determine a minimum wage 
for working women and children in 
each industry will be taken by the

In an article by Jacob Panken, | 


we find this reformist theory of 
the Socialist Party presented as the 

of Marx. Panken, typical 
of the Socialist Party leadership, 
not only reveals his complete ignor- 
amce of Marxism, but in the rare 
instances where he gives evidence 
of having looked into a Marxian 
pamphlet, deliberately falsifies and 
distorts the little he may have read 
therein. 


The task of the Socialist Party, 


in the words of Norman Thomas, to 
“avert revolution” is in this article 
bravely carried on by Panken. Mr. 
Panken attempts to deny that Marx 
emphasized in all his activity and

writings that the historic mission | 
of the working class is to over- | 
throw capitalism and in its place | 


establish the rule of the proletariat. 
But, from the revolutionary call to 
action in the Manifesto of the Com- 
munist Party to the last utterances 
of Marx and Engels, this was con- 
stantly reiterated. 
BAKUNIN DENIED 
PROLETARIAN DICTATORSHIP 
Marx waged a sharp and relent- 
less struggle against the Bakunin- 
ists who held that the degtruction 
of the state can be accomplished 


' with one blow, and that destroying 


force is to be not the working class 
but a group of disciplined conspi- 
ratorial revolutionaries. 

In essence, Bakunin’s position was 
a denial of the seizure of power by 
the proletariat and a complete 
rejection of the necessity of estab- 
lishing the transition State of the 
proletariat to crush the resistance 
of the defeated ‘bourgeoisie. This 
anarchist utopian platform arose 
from a basic lack of faith in the 
revolutionary power of the prole- 
tariat. It was grounded in the 
petty-boyfgeois roots of Bakunin- 
ism.._But..Mr...Panken gives the 
following interpretation of the en- 
tire struggle between Marx and 
the Bakuninists: 

“Marx espoused democracy and 
believed that by political action 
the revolution from capitalism to 
Socialism might be effected; 
Bakunin, on the other hand, 
rejected political action; his view 
was that ali states must be des- 
troyed, and that that could not be 
done otherwise than by insurrec- 
tion. Two s@.00ls of thought 
were fought for in the First In- 
ternational. In a- measure the 
position of the present-day Bol- 
shevik coincides with that of 
Bakunin. The Bolsheviks have 
given new terminology to the 
ideas expressed by Bakunin. They 
call a dictatorship of a party 
executive in a great land a ‘dic- 
tatorship of the proletariat.’ 
Bakunin was more frank; having 
mo faith in the ‘proletariat, he 
desired to set up a group, call 
them, if you will, ‘benevolent 
tyrants, but in fact it would 
amount to a dictatorship by a 
“few over the many.”

It was precisely against the posi- 
tion of the anarchists, whose plat- 
form if followed would inevitably 
mean surrendering the revolution, 
that these words were written. Is 
it not willful distortion to convert 
these powerful words of Marx to 
serve the anti-Marxian program of 
the Socialist Party? 

Mr. Panken would, no doubt, 
writhe with discomfort were he to 
have read the address by Marx to 
the Communist League as far back 
as 1850 in which he tersely pre- 
sented the revolutionary program: 


“NOT A MATTER OF REFORMING 
PRIVATE PROPERTY 


“With us it is not a matter of

He may with great 
sincerity seek to change that 
Constitution and those laws, but 
always by constitutional means. 
He is therefore put in the position 
where he will have to help to 
enforce that which does not in 
the least commend itself to him.”

crocodile tears to deceive the 
masses and to hide the real char- 
acter of the Socialist Party as the 
third party of capitalism.

“If the exploiters are defeated 
in one eountry only, and this, of 
course, is the rule, since a simul- 
taneous revolution in a number 
of countries is a rare exception— 
they still remain stronger than 
the exploited because the interna- 
tional connections of the exploit- 
ers are enormous. ...This truth is 
that in any and every serious re- 
volution a long, obstinate des- 
perate resistance of the exploiters, 
who for many years will yet 
enjoy great advantages over the 
exploited, constitutes the rule.”
